If a tooth became loose, we 
thought we were brave fellows if we pulled it out 
with u piece of string. We had been told we would 
get our real set of teeth in u short time. 
What wo and our parents did not know is that 


Nature meant that the llrst or milk set, should de- 
velop completely. During this development the sec- 
ond or permanent set also is growing and devel- 
oping and i.t already behind (above or below) the 
first set. ready to take their places when the- milk 
sot Is gone. 11 is by leaving the llrst teeth in then- 
places until fully developed that "room lor the sec- 
ond teeth is maintained. This means that the second 
set will have room uncl also that the lace and jaws 
will develop normally.

In "Hygoia," the health magazine, Dr. Charles A. 


Levinson Cambridge, Mass., states that there are 
still u great number of parents who actually think 
that the "baby" teeth are only going to remain a 
short time and that it is foolish to spend any tune 
or money on the care of these "milk teeth. Is it 
any wonder that 90 per cent of children suffer from 
dental trouble? 
"Today the intelligent parent takes good care 


of the baby teeth, because if the baby teeth ^are 
neglected then the permanent teeth suffer, too. The 
second set comes in straight or crooked depending 
upon the care given the baby teeth." If the baby 
lecth are lost too soon, the shape of the jawbone 
may be affected. Decayed baby lecth may interfere 
with digestion and general health. 
The first eight years are the most important in 


safeguarding teeth, gums and jawbone, as by this 
time all these structures arc fully formed. 
The two ways to preserve the first teeth are 


first: At the age of two, take the child to the fam- 
ily dentist. Second, brush the tooth after meals and 
feed him an abundance of milk, vegetables, fruits, 
toast, bread crust. Brushing and feeding Ihesr foods 
preserve the "outside" and the "inside" of baby 
teeth.

test from the V.F.W. commander, 
VVolcott in effect deceived the pub- 
lic of putting Grcig and Lyle on 
the stand to denounce low-cost 
housing for war vets, He also 
failed to mention that Greig and 
Lyle for a long time have been 
playing hand-in-glove with

real estate lobby in Detroit. 


However, Representative Hale 


Boggs of Louisiana, himself a vet- 
eran, did not let Wolcott get away 
with,this.

petent to usurp the job of the i 
state 
industrial 
commissioner 
whose ollice was established by 
act of the legislature. They are 
mistaken. 


_It is not for the management 
f a store to decide questions 


which have been referred to an \ 
official agency of the state govern- 
ment for inquiry and recommenda- 
tion. The management of a busi- 
ness may stand in fear of a union 
and so may express opinions which 
are impure. And no employer has 
my proper voice in any internal 
union dispute which this "was noth- 
ing else but. 


The question here is whether a 


union may expel members for 
acts within the ban on "un-union- 
ike activity." In the union juris- 
prudence this term is as broad as 
the terms "disorderly conduct" 
and "suspicion" are to the police.

She said the birthday celebra- 
tion for Wagner, a native of Ger- 
many, will be confined lo a "quiet 
family gathering" at the Wagner 
summer home at Islip, L. I. 


Wagner, who joined in sponsor- 


ing much of the early New Deal 
legislation—including the so-called 
Wagner 
Labor 
Relations 
Act 


largely superseded last year by en- 
actment of the Tuft-Hartley Law 
•—began his Senate service March 
4, 1927. 


His present term is due to ex- 


pire in 1951. Rumors which have 
persisted for months that the sen- 
ator, because of illness, would re- 
sign have thus far proved without 
foundation. 


In fact, there is every indica- 


tion that Wagner has no other 
thought in mind than to continue 
in office until his present term 
runs out. 


Wagner, a widower, began his 


formal political career in 1905 by 
serving in the New York Assem- 
bly. 
In 1909 he was elected to 


the state Senate, remaining there 
until 1918. During the last eight 
years of his state Senate career 
he served as Democratic leader. 


He was a close political asso- 


ciate of the late Alfred E. Smith 
before, during and after Smith's 
service as governor. 


Wagner left the state Senate to 


serve as a member of New York's 
Supreme Court. 
He resigned in 


1926 to run for the U.S. Senate. In 
this first campaign he defeated the 
Republican incumbent James W. 
Wadsworth of Geneseo. 
Wads- 


worth is now a member of the 
House. 


Wagner's deep interest in labor 


legislation led to his appointment 
as chairman of the National Labor 
Board in 1933 and 1934. 


He served as a delegate to the 


1915 
and 1938 New York State 


constitutional conventions, and, in 
1944, was a delegate to the United 
Nations monetary and financial 
conference at Bretton Woods, N. H.
